SESSION OF THE U.S SECTION 
ISSUED OCT 3 IN MOSCOW. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

THE U.S.-USSR JOINT COMMERCIAL COMMISSION, WHICH WAS 
ESTABLISHED DURING THE SUMMIT MEETING IN MAY 1972 TODAY 
CONCLUDED ITS THIRD SESSION. THE SESSION, WHICH TOOK 
PLACE IN MOSCOW, WAS CHAIRED BY THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE OF THE USSR, N. S. PATOLICHEV. (PARA) THE AMERICAN 
DELEGATION WAS LED BY PRESIDENTIAL ASSISTANT GEORGE P. 
SHULTZ, U.S. SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. THE SESSION, HELD 
DURING THE PERIOD OCTOBER 1 - OCTOBER 3, INCLUDED TWO 
PLENARY CONFERENCES AND SEVERAL WORKING GROUP SESSIONS 
DEVOTED TO THE PRINCIPAL ASPECTS OF TRADE AND ECONOMIC 
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RELATIONSHIPS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. (PARA) 
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SECREQARY SHULTZ WAS ACCOMPANIED TO THE USSR BY THE OTHER

EXPANDED U.S. COMMERCIAL OFFICE IN MOSCOW AND THE SOVIET

THEIR CONFIDENCE THAT THE WORK OF THE JOINT COMMISSION 
WILL CONTINUE TO FACILITATE THE FURTHER GROWTH OF TRADE 
RELATIONSHIPS SBETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. THEY AGREED 
THAT THEFOURTH SESSION OF THE U.S.-USSR JOINT COMMERCIAL 
COMMISSION SHOULD BE HELD IN WASHINGTON IN 1974. (PARA) 

THE UNITED STATES DELEGATION EXPRESSED THEIR DEEP 
APPRECIATION FOR THE TOHOUGHTFUL AND GENEROUS HOSPITALITY
